The sudden wormli^ and rain on top 
of snow last week cau^t a lot of dairies 
unprepared, said Lewis Ellers, execu- 
tive director of the Idaho Dairymen’s 
Association. *A big pan of the problems 
came when melting snow and rainfrom 
still-frozen neighboring grbimd ran into 
dairy corrals. 

Some dairies lost their permits to sell 
milk as a result of illegal discharges.

Deeprating a home inyolYes 
weaving a tale about roots, life 


Goal setting: Meet New Year’s- 
resolutions 1 day at a time

To Louis Sagar, home decorat- 
ing is'not'a project, but an 
approach to life. 

“The making of a home is 
about telling a story," explains 
Sagarin his beautiful new book, 

■ “Zona Home: Essential Designs' 
for Liviflg” (HatperStylc, S50). 

Sagar. thc|founder and otvncr 
of the popular Zona store in New 
York's SoHo neighborhood, 
preaches the gospel of personal 
stylt! in home decoration. Sagan’s 
design philosophy encompasses a 
strong commitment to the Earth. 
He insists that in order to be con- 
scious of'thc planet, we must 
bring nature back into the home. 
Celebrating the artisani'what 
Sagar calls "the feel of the hand 
in an object,” Is one way'to do 
that: “Zona Homo is about ^ng 
to ensure that whatever we buy, 
we’re creating heirlooms. We’re 
‘creating an opportunity to be 
more connected to the feeling of 
an object, not just to the object.” 

Cultivating an eye for the spiri- 
tual quality of a piece takes time. 
Sagar cakes a common-sense 
approach to decorating and says 
“that bnc"of the’biggcst mistakes , 
people make is trying to finish 
decorating a room too quickly. 

“Home is a journey. It’s not 
done in a week or a month. It’s 
not a project (hat has a start and 
a finish. Better to have an'empty 
- room with pillpws in it than a 
room full of furniture and objects 
that say nothing about you.” 

Sagar recommends that people 
“bujran'artist’s'sketclrbookand"" 
b«?gin .to creale-a record of what 
appeal.s to them before they buy 
anything 

• “Clip out pictures of what 
looks good to you don’t editorial- 
ize or make judgments about it 
and put it in the book,” Sagar 
says. “Develop a color palette 
and include that. Jot down ideas 
and create a mission statement 
for your home. Decide where you 
spend a lot of'time, how you use 
the spaces in your home, then 
!o6k for things to fill your home.” 

Using a decorator can also be a 
good option, but it’s important to 
stay involved with the process. 
That way a professional has no - 
choice bur to pay attenrioh to 
pur needs. ?If you don’t stay . 
involved,” he warns, “then it’s 

not your home. ’V

, Ute best way to tell your own 
story, Sagar says, is by display- 
ing things that have meaning to 
you. He encourages beginning 
buyers nor to channel their cop- 
suming energy into things, biit 
rather to travel and gain some 
life expedience that vvill later 
mforin th'elf home design. They 
should also take a look back at 
their roots. 

“Home is a flexible place 
reflecting where we came from 
"and' how we got there; 
Integrating things from your her- 
itage into your st^le of home, 
that’s important. Tradition is crit- 
ical.” 

And for impulsive pack rats 
^vho have too mudi meaningless 
stuff in their homes? 

“People are not inherently 
minimaL Life is full of changes 
and our homes reflect that.

A: ITiis is a controversial sub- 
ject. Plastic, or polyethylene, cut- 
. ting boards.arc.oftcn.said to.be 
superior to wood ones because 
their surfaces ^n’l porous. This 
makes them ore resistant to lac- 
.teria growth. However, with 
proper care, wood cutting boards 
can be perfectly sanitary. ' 
According to the United States • 
Department of Agriculture, both 
surfaces are safe as long as 
they!rc kcpt'.clcan and in good 
condition. The choice between 
wood and polyethylene is really 
just a matter of per^nal prefer-- 
ence. - ' 

I much prefer wood cutting 
boards. I like the way they look, 
and 1 think they’re easier to v\-ork 


bleach so^^ion (2 teaspoons 
chlorine bleach. per quart of 
water).
